TRADERS on Smethwick 
High Street claim they’ve 
suffered a massive drop in 
profits since double yellow 
lines reduced parking for 
customers.

The double yellows were intro¬ 
duced in November to improve 
traffic flow but shop owners say 
all the move has done is hit their 
trade. 

Some business owners have sug¬ 
gested their takings are down as much 
as 50 per cent and many are worried 
they will have to close down or relocate 
if it doesn’t pick up soon. 

The street, which sits adjacent to the 
Tollhouse Way dual carriageway, has 
dozens of stores and businesses, as well as 
Smethwick Library and a mosque. 

Until November car parking was avail¬ 
able on both sides of the street but the 
double yellow lines make parking on the 
side nearest the dual carriageway illegal. 

Congestion 

Surinder Josan, who runs All Seasons 
DIY on High Street, said delivery vans now 
had nowhere to park and ended up unload¬ 
ing from the middle of the road, causing 
more congestion. 

“I can’t see why Sandwell Council have 
done it, unless it’s to cash in on people 
parking illegally,” said Mr Josan, former 
chairman of the local traders’ association. 

“They should be encouraging people to 



shop in this street and support their local 
traders, not driving them away to the 
supermarkets. 

“We’ve just had our worst Christmas in 
45 years of being here and we can’t carry on 
much longer. 

“It’s no coincidence that trade has 
dropped since November. 

“They’ve prioritised the buses over us 
and that’s not right. 

“The council have got to see sense.” 

He added that passing trade was almost 
non-existent as customers were fighting for 
the limited number of parking spaces, with 
side streets full of cars. 

Satish Sharma, of Leo Sports, said he 
had also seen his profits hit. 

“Everybody is suffering here and we’ve 
all noticed the same since November,” he 
said. 

“If the council had consulted us properly 
beforehand it would have been a different 
story. 

“Trade is bad enough with the recession 
but the timing of this couldn’t be worse.” 

Inderjit Josan runs Warley Hardware 
Centre and said his profits were also down 
considerably. 

“They’re killing off the High Street but 
the council won’t listen to us,” he said. 

Manzoor Ali of High Food Store added: 
“We can’t sustain this for long. Vans have 
nowhere to park for deliveries.” 

Sandwell Council said that there had 
been a full consultation before the double 
yellow lines were put on the road. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, Councillor Derek Rowley, 
said: “The double yellow lines were put 
down on the far side of Smethwick High 
Street to ease traffic flow as there had been 
many complaints about congestion and 
that bigger vehicles, including buses, could 
not pass because of the parking on both 
sides of the road which is not very wide.” 

But the council chief also offered the 
traders some hope that the council could 
look again at Smethwick High Street 

“However, if the traders are still 
unhappy then they should contact the 
council again,” said Cllr Rowley. 

“There is always the possibility that we 
could put timed parking restrictions along 
High Street, which would encourage a 
greater traffic flow.”

School safety signs 
finally switched on 

ROAD safety 20mph signs in Wednesbury 
are finally working... after being installed last 
November. 

The signs on Manor House Road were set up to 
slow traffic down around St Mary’s Primary School 
four months ago but the electronic signs have only 
just been turned on. Wednesbury’s Councillor Elaine 
Costigan, who was involved in calling for the signs 
said: “It’s taken a while and I made call after call to 
E.on to get them switched on, it was so frustrating. 
But now it’s finally done, and I really hope it’ll make 
a difference.” 

Sandwell Council declared the road a 20mph zone 
due to the number of accidents on the busy stretch. 

“I’ve lived in Wednesbury all of my life and it’s 
always been an accident hotspot,” said Cllr Mrs 
Costigan. “It’s such a busy road so these signs are 
really important. It’s so good that they’re working 
now.” 

The school has welcomed the signs. Kate Hill, 
head teacher at St Mary’s , said: “It was a very good 
idea. It’s certainly a very busy road so it’s good that 
they’re on.” 

Planning 

A spokes person for E.on said: “When we first went 
out to the site, the signs were not yet in place which 
was most likely because of miscommunication with 
the council. 

“The second time we went out we realised that the 
electricity connection point for the cable was in 
someone’s garden rather than under the pavement 
where we thought it would be, so we had to go 
through a planning application process in order to 
dig up the resident’s garden. 

“We had nine school jobs around the area, and 
seven of these had been completed. It seems that the 
job had been pushed back in the queue because of the 
problems with the cable connection point position. 

“This should not have happened and we can only 
apologise for this.” 

The 20mph signs will be working during the hours 
of 8 to 9.15am, 11.45 to 1.30pm and 3 to 4.15pm.

Threat to 
cut wife’s 
throat led 
to prison 

THE frustration of not being allowed to 
work drove an illegal immigrant living in 
Tipton to violence, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Ravinder Johal swore, punched a table and 
threatened to cut his wife’s throat during a domestic 
dispute. Prosecutor Mr Bernard Linnemann told 
how the victim locked herself in a bedroom and her 
34-year-old husband stormed out of the property in 
Slater Street but returned soon afterwards. 

Police were called as he banged on the front door 
demanding to be admitted to the house and was 
arrested when police arrived soon afterwards. 

Passport 

Johal’s wife then handed them the fake Italian 
passport he had been using, explained Mr Linne¬ 
mann, who also revealed that the defendant had 
unsuccessfully tried to set light to a sofa during 
another argument days before the incident on Sep¬ 
tember 22. 

Johal entered the UK in 2000 and disappeared 
after his application for asylum was refused. He 
married in 2004 and now has a five-year-old son but 
is unable to work because he is an illegal immi¬ 
grant, the court heard. 

“It was clearly an unhappy marriage,” concluded 
Mr Linnemann. 

Johal admitted harassment and having a false 
document and was jailed for nine months. 


BOSSES at West Bromwich’s 13th 
century Manor House will meet lottery 
chiefs to discuss a bid for up to £2 million in 
funding. 

Sandwell Council wants to breathe new life 
into the historic Grade I listed building. It will bid 
for lottery cash to fund the project, which would 
involve the demolition of modern annexes to the 
building followed by its renovation. 

Frank Caldwell, principal officer for arts, 
museums and tourism for Sandwell Council, is to 
meet Heritage Lottery representatives. He said 
the council expected to submit a bid within the 
next four to six months. 

“There is a 1960s kitchen and cold rooms that 
we want to get rid of and some tacky porches over 
the historic entrances. 

“We will be looking for between £1.3 million 
and £2 million for the demolition and renovation. 
Ideally we would like to know whether we will be 


getting any money within the next 18 months.” 

The building, in Hall Green Road, has been 
described as one of the borough’s most important 
heritage sites. It was converted into a pub-restau¬ 
rant, which closed down in 2008. 

Ambitious 

Ambitious plans to bring it back to life as a her¬ 
itage centre, museum and wedding venue are 
already on the table and it is hoped Heritage 
Lottery will help pay for the project. 

The authority has £300,000 to put together a 
bid and to cover “match funding” required by the 
lottery. Preparing the bid is expected to cost 
£30,000. Cash has already been spent on improv¬ 
ing lighting and security. 

The Manor House will reopen after the winter 
months on April 25, when it will hold a St 
George’s Day event celebrating all things 
English.

Relatives devastated as memorials wrecked in ‘wicked’ attack 


Man charged after 
graves smashed 




A MAN suspected of going on a 
wrecking spree that caused 
damage worth £100,000 to 
around 40 headstones at a Smeth¬ 
wick cemetery appeared in court 
on Monday. 

Jason Griffiths, aged 40, of Cowley 
Road, Oxford, is charged with damaging 
the headstones at Thimblemill Ceme¬ 
tery between 6pm and 9.30pm last 
Wednesday. 

He was arrested in Reading early Saturday 
morning. 

Griffiths, who was wearing a blue jumper and 
jeans, greeted magistrates with “Morning Sirs, 

Ma’am” as he was brought into the dock flanked by 
security guards at Warley Magistrates Court. 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting, said the case 
would need to be heard at the crown court due to 
the seriousness of the offence. No application for 
bail was made and Griffiths was remanded in 
custody to re-appear at the court by video link on 
March 23. 

At least 20 people, including those with family 
buried at the cemetery, were at the court. There 
was heckling as Griffiths was taken away. 

It is believed that whoever was responsible for 
the attack last Wednesday night used the vases on 
many memorials to smash the headstones. 

Families who came to visit the graves of rela¬ 
tives were shocked by the scene of devastation and 
many were in tears. 

Widow Pauline Newey found the headstone of 
her husband Anthony Newey, who died in 2009, 
covered in kick mark scuffs. The headstone had 
been damaged and vases smashed. 

The 72-year-old, of The Oval in Smethwick, said: 

“It’s shocking. There are no words I can use to 
describe how I feel. How could anyone do anything 
like this? It’s bad enough having to deal with grief 
without having to go through this too.” 

Retired engineer Glenerick Sailsman, aged 77, 
was among many confronted by the scene of devas¬ 
tation. 

Brother 

He arrived at the cemetery to find a £150 vase 
which he bought for the memorial of his brother 
Merton Sailsman, and sister-in-law Esmine, had 
vanished. 

“It is beyond words,” said Mr Sailsman, of Victo¬ 
ria Park Road, Smethwick. “How can anyone do 
this? It’s absolutely wicked.” 

Fighting back the tears, the widow of Keith 
Coldicott, his wife of 42 years Margaret Coldicott, 
of Hales Lane, Smethwick, said: “It’s bad enough 
having to deal with grief without having to go 
through this.” 

The headstone of Margaret Allen, who died in 2006, was 
chipped as though someone had thrown something at it. Her 
friend David Foley, of Trinder Road, Smethwick, who had 
worked with her at the Ionic Plating company in Smethwick, 
was sickened by what he saw. The 59-year-old said: “Words 
can’t describe how I am feeling. It’s vandalism at it’s lowest.” 

Superintendent Bas Javid, from Sandwell Police, said: 
“The damage that has been caused to these graves is 
deplorable. 

“The extent of what these people have done is shocking and 
has caused significant distress to families already saddened 
by the loss of a loved one.” 

Sandwell Council staff were on the scene on Thursday 
morning to speak to police and take details of the damaged 
headstones before contacting families to break the news. 

Bereavement services manager Brendan Day described 
the attack on the cemetery as “appalling”.

“It is disgraceful,” he said. “It’s the worst damage of this 
kind that I’ve seen in 30 years. All of the staff are very upset. 

“This sort of incident is very rare and security is good at the 
cemetery. 

“I’ve had people taking down details of the damaged memo¬ 
rials and then we will have to get in contact with the fami¬ 
lies.” 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain officially opened the ceme¬ 
tery in 2009. “I’ve never heard of anything like it in all my 
years at the council,” he said. 

“To vandalise a cemetery is just disgraceful. 

Thoughts 

“Obviously our thoughts are with the families whose 
memorials have been damaged and our hearts go out to 
them.” 

The cemetery opened in October 2009 and was the first 
new council burial ground opened in Sandwell for over a

century. Thimblemill Cemetery replaced St Paul’s Road 
cemetery in Oldbury and Uplands in Smethwick, both of 
which are full. 

Sandwell Police continue to work with Sandwell Council to 
ensure the site has necessary security in place and to work 
with those affected by the shocking crime. 

Sergeant Giles Dean is the local neighbourhood policing 
manager for the area. He said: “My officers have been carry¬ 
ing out additional patrols around the area and officers stayed 
at the cemetery to offer reassurance to concerned family and 
friends who were visiting graves throughout the day. 

“We have fully assessed the security at the cemetery in 
order to do everything possible to ensure this kind of thing 
cannot happen again. 

“We will be working with staff at the site moving forward 
to help them with protection against such acts in the future.”

Homeowners who 
formerly received a 
morning post have 
complained after 
changes to delivery 
systems at the office in 
Lyng Lane saw mail 
arriving late in the 
afternoon. 

Rather than employ¬ 
ing staff working on foot 
and bicycles, the postal 
service is now mobilising 
personnel on a larger 
scale, sending out vans 
full of postal workers to 
cover areas. 

Royal Mail said 
changes were necessary 
as people are sending 
fewer letters and more 
parcels and packages, 
which are more difficult 
and heavy to deliver. 

Denied 

However, the changes 
have proved unpopular 
with people in the town, 
who said rounds are not 
starting until later in the 
morning. 

One resident, who did 
not want to be named, 
said: “Later start times 
and sorting problems in 
the office mean that most 
posties can’t get out to 
deliver until around 
11am.” 

Royal Mail has denied 
that the post is being 
delivered any later, 
although it admitted that 
shifts have changed as 
machine sorting means 
the post no longer needs 
to be sorted by hand. 

Tom Prendergast, 
spokesman for Royal 
Mail, said: “The changes 
at West Bromwich 
increases the volume of 
mail sorted by machin¬ 
ery. 

“This means staff are 
starting shifts later, at 
around 7am. 

Efficient 

“New equipment 
including shared vans 
and trolleys are being 
introduced to make deliv¬ 
eries more efficient and 
to reduce the weight staff 
are carrying. 

“All deliveries have to 
be made by 3pm, which 
has always been the 
case.”

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Disabled man tells judge to ‘go to hell’ 


A WHEELCHAIR- 
bound arsonist told a judge 
to “go to hell” when sen¬ 
tenced for starting a fire 
outside a neighbour’s flat. 

Paul Burke said he had 
“heard enough” of Judge 
Michael Challinor’s sentenc¬ 
ing remarks before he made 
the outburst. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told last week how 


disabled Burke, aged 42, had 
“hopped” up stairs to the flat of 
James Gibbs at The Oaks, in 
South Road, Smethwick. 

Turpentine 

He lit a small fire, which 
damaged Mr Gibbs’ door, 
using turpentine to fuel it, 
said Mr Oliver Woolhouse, 
prosecuting. 

Mr Gibbs, who is also dis¬ 
abled, had a carer with him 


who opened the door and saw 
the smoke and flames. She 
called 999 and a neighbour 
put the fire out with a wet 
towel. 

Police went to Burke’s flat 
on the floor below and found 
him drunk and lying on the 
sofa, with an empty bottle of 
turpentine in his bin. 

He admitted starting the 
fire in July 2009 and said he 


had been annoyed by “banging 
and noise”. Burke, who has 
previous convictions for arson, 
theft and robbery, admitted 
reckless arson. 

Judge Challinor was told 
that Burke had a borderline 
personality disorder. 

He made Burke the subject 
of a hospital order, which will 
see him kept in a specialist 
unit for treatment.

The pair drove to 
Leeds to pick up a kilo of 
the drug but did not 
know that their supplier 
was being watched by a 
covert West Yorkshire 
Police team. 

Convicted 

Pavinder, of Callaghan 
Drive, was convicted of 
possession of cocaine 
with intent to supply 
after a trial and was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years in 
prison by Judge Martin 
Walsh. Jagdish, of Penn 
Road, Wolverhampton, 
pleaded guilty to the 
same charge and was 
locked up for five years 
and four months. 

The pair appeared 
before the same judge at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for a proceeds of 
crime hearing. 

Judge Walsh ordered 
Pavinder to pay back £1, 
or face a day in prison, 
under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. The case 
against Jagdish was 
adjourned. He will 
appear at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on 
March 18. 


Weddings put at risk 
by heartless thieves

LEAD thieves put weddings 
at risk by targeting Sandwell’s 
historic Grade II listed regis¬ 
ter office, forcing bosses to 
spend more than £50,000 on a 
security system and repairs — 
with the ceiling coming close to 
collapse. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper warned that they had 
faced the “horrendous” prospect of 
cancelling weddings. 

Council bosses decided to install 
three 20ft steel poles with CCTV 
cameras costing £29,500 outside the 
register officer at Highfields in High 
Street. 

They were so concerned that they 
carried out the work without planning 
permission because of the urgency. 

Documents submitted with the ret¬ 
rospective planning applications to 
keep the security system revealed that 
the roof was close to collapse after 
being hit by a number of lead thefts. 

Thousands of pounds’ damage was 
caused and the authority was left to 
pick up a further £17,000 bill to 
repaint the building after roof repairs. 

The CCTV poles have also been 
painted black to merge in with ornate 
street lamps in the nearby Garden of 


Remembrance. Bosses spent a further 
£4,000 on anti-climb drainpipes to 
stop vandalism. 

Cllr Cooper said: “We have had to 
apply for planning permission retro¬ 
spectively as the priority was to get the 
CCTV system fitted. 

“We came so close to having the 
ceiling collapse and weddings being 
cancelled that we went straight ahead 
and fitted the CCTV system in 
January. 

Risk 

“To have to cancel weddings would 
have been just horrendous for couples 
and we couldn’t risk it happening 
again.” 

He said there had been a string of 
lead thefts at Highfields over the last 
few years and it was particularly bad 
last year. 

“There was a theft in spring last 
year, two thefts in August, another in 
November during the snow and there 
had been several previous to that,” he 
said. 

“Enough was enough. The last theft 
in November meant we had meant to 
completely redecorate the office and 
have new carpets after the roof leaked 
where the lead was stolen.” 

Footage from the cameras will be 
monitored off site.

Decision 
on women 
motorists 
is ‘bizarre’, 
says MP 

WARLEY MP John Spellar has hit out 
at the decision of the European Court of 
Justice (ECJ) on making women drivers 
pay more for their car insurance - even 
though statistics prove that women 
drivers are a much lower insurance risk 
than male road users. 

On hearing the decision Labour MP Mr 
Spellar described it as a “bizarre ruling”. 

He said: *‘The unelected judges at the ECJ have 
made a bizarre ruling in this case. Their decision is 
a dogmatic interpretation of gender equality legisla¬ 
tion and lacks any common sense. 

“This is not the kind of outcome law makers had in 
mind when they devised anti-discrimination laws 
and this perverse ruling is what happens when 
unelected out-of -touch judges are allowed to make 
our laws rather than elected politicians. 

“This decision comes hot on the heels of the 
demands of the European Court of Human Rights 
(ECHR) that we give UK prisoners the vote, the 
ECHR also has the UK’s police DNA database in 
their sights - they want it scrapped even though it 
has helped to catch and convict murderers and 
rapists.” 

He added: “This is not an issue of the UK being 
told what to do by ‘Europe’, it is an out of control judi¬ 
ciary who need to respect democracy and leave law 
making to the elected representatives of the people.” 

Tax 

One of the bosses at insurance comparison website 
Confused.com, marketing director Mike Hoban, 
said: “The outcome of the ECJ ruling is effectively a 
gender tax on women. It is extremely unfair and 
illiberal that women will be penalised for the fact 
they cause less serious accidents and make less 
expensive claims than their male counterparts. 

“It is a fact that motor insurance claims made by 
young male drivers cost more as they are more likely 
to be involved in serious accidents causing death and 
bodily injury. Historically men have paid higher pre¬ 
miums to reflect this, but from December 21, 2012, 
this won’t be the case. 

“Gender is an important factor in determining the 
risk of a driver making a claim and by not taking it 
into account women are being unjustly taxed.” 


Birthday ended 
with night in cell 

A DRUNK woman celebrating her 40th birthday 
ended up spending a night in a cell after she became 
rowdy and started throwing her boyfriend’s posses¬ 
sions around. 

Police visited Kerry James’s Cradley Heath home 
in the early hoursafter her boyfriend called to say he 
wanted her removed. 

Throwing 

Ms Kelly Hale, prosecuting at Warley Magistrates 
Court, said officers witnessed James throwing her 
partner’s belongings around when they went to the 
property in Grandville Road just after midnight. 

She said the defendant then started to swing her 
handbag at officers and continued to “rant and rave”. 

James, who does not work and is on benefits, was 
arrested and put in a cell.

Language 
college to 
get studio 
for drama 

A £500,000 drama studio and 
digital arts room is set to be built 
at Barr Beacon Language 
College. 

The school was highly praised by 
Ofsted in its report last month. 

It has applied to Walsall Council for 
planning permission to build the first 
floor extension for “exciting and stim¬ 
ulating accommodation for learning 
and enjoyment” at its Old Hall Lane 
site. 

If granted the studios will be built 
on top of three ground floor class¬ 
rooms and completed before the next 
academic year starts in September. 

Headteacher Dame Mo Brennan 
said the funding was coming from 
section 106 contributions made to 
Walsall Council by developers build¬ 
ing in the town. 

Behaviour 

She said: “We want to make sure we 
are educating the whole child, in 
every way. Schools are not like 
sausage factories where everybody 
does English and everybody does 
Maths and that’s it. 

“The behaviour of the pupils is 
delightful, as Ofsted has said, and 
what better way to reward that 
behaviour than making sure we have 
good provisions for them?” 

The drama studio with a wooden 
sprung floor is intended to be one 
space with no means to dividing it up, 
creating a “much-needed” flexible 
space for the school. 

The digital arts room will house 
computer facilities with 27 work sta¬ 
tions and an interactive white board. 


New grant to 
fund art work 

SIXTEEN jobs are still in peril 
at West Bromwich arts centre, 
despite a new £100,000 grant 
from the Arts Council. 

The centre’s bosses were told Arts 
Council funding would end this year 
but they have a new grant to pay for 
workshops and art activities at the 
landmark building from April to Sep¬ 
tember. 

Linda Saunders, The Public’s man¬ 
aging director, said: *T have no idea 
how it bodes for long-term funding 
but it will take us through to Septem¬ 
ber. 

“Sixteen people have been told their 
jobs are at risk. We are in the same 
position as everyone else.” 

In January 2009 the Arts Council, 
which has given £32m to the £72m 
centre, said it would not give any 
more after a £3m final gesture 
payment to Sandwell Council.

More than 40 losing jobs 


A TOTAL of 42 people in Sandwell’s 
employment and skills department will 
lose their jobs after grants for deprived 
areas were pulled. 

At a meeting last week it was confirmed 
staff including careers advisers, tutors and 
trainers working with apprentices will go. It 
comes after Working Neighbourhoods Fund, 
European Social Fund and Department of 
Work and Pensions money were cut. 


Sandwell last week approved cuts of£31m. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member for 
jobs and economy at Sandwell Council, said: 
“Originally we feared up to 75 jobs would go 
so we are pleased we have been able to keep 
the figure down somewhat. 

“Of the 42 posts that will go, there will be 
20 compulsory redundancies, seven people 
are taking voluntary redundancy and 15 
were temporary staff.” 


High cost of obesity 


MORE than £250,000 of tax¬ 
payers’ cash has been spent on 
referring almost 5,000 resi¬ 
dents in Sandwell for obesity 
treatment. 

The Sandwell Primary Care 
Trust offers free gym sessions 
and dietary advice for those 
overweight. 

A total of 4,841 patients have 


been referred by GPs since April 
2007 at a cost of £254,975. This 
averages at 23 people a week, 
each of whom has had £52.67 
spent on their treatment. 

The trust has defended the 
decision to invest in the pro¬ 
gramme, claiming the cost to 
the NHS would be even greater 
if action was not taken.

Car parking charges 
going up by a third 
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PARKING charges on 
streets in two areas of 
Sandwell are set to go up by a 
third.

In Oldbury 
hourly charges for on-street 
parking in two town centre

The 33 per cent increase in charges 


will not affect on-street parking in 
other towns, or in any of Sandwell 
Council’s car parks. 

Sandwell Council has defended the 
decision to increase prices saying this 
is the first rise in on-street parking 
charges since 2009. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
cabinet member for safer neighbour¬ 
hoods, said: “Our parking charges 
have not been increased for some 
time. 

Lower 

“The last increase was in April 
2009. It should be remembered that 
the charges are still lower than in 
other neighbouring authorities. 

“But there is a need to raise extra 
income in these difficult financial 
times, coupled with the fact that we 
have had complaints from shopkeep¬ 
ers that they want to see a greater 
movement of traffic to assist with 
trade. 

“There are plenty of long-stay car 
parks in Sandwell and the fees for 
those are unaffected.” 


Gove promises he will keep 
an ‘open mind’ on schools 


EDUCATION Secretary 
Michael Gove has promised to 
keep “an open mind” as he recon¬ 
siders slashing multi-million 
pound school improvement proj¬ 
ects in Sandwell 

Mr Gove is reviewing projects 
under the Building Schools for the 
Future scheme, which were scrapped 
last July. His promise came after the 
High Court last month ordered a 
rethink on his decision to scrap proj¬ 
ects in Sandwell and other areas. He 
has given the authorities until April 
11 to provide details of projects they 
want to rescue. 

Mr Gove told MPs that ■ 
officials had written to H 
the six councils which B 
brought the High Court 
challenge over starting a 
process of consultation on 
their school projects. In a 
written ministerial state¬ 
ment he said: “I have 
requested that the six 
local authorities provide 
me with any and all infor¬ 
mation about the projects 
in their area which they 
consider is necessary for 
me to take into account 
when making a fresh 


decision with respect to those proj¬ 
ects.” 

But Mr Gove said he would not visit 
nine Sandwell schools where £138 
million of funding was cut. His state¬ 
ment added: “I will not be making 
contact directly with the affected 
schools. Local authorities will want to 
engage with the schools concerned 
and will provide the school-level 
information that they consider is nec¬ 
essary for me to have in mind when 
making my decision. Local authori¬ 
ties are in the best position to give an 
overview of the local issues affecting 
the school estate in their areas.” 
_ Council leader Council¬ 
lor Darren Cooper said Mr 
Gove could not make an 
informed decision without 
visiting the borough. He 
said: “How can he make a 
decision without seeing 
the crumbling schools, the 
leaking ceilings, the 
mould? Mr Gove and his 
officers need to come out 
of their ivory towers in 
Whitehall and see us. He 
needs to honour his 
promise to come.” 

Cllr Cooper wrote a

Revised scheme to 
install energy saving 
bulbs in street lamps 


A SCALED-DOWN 
multi-million pound 
scheme to upgrade street 
lights in Sandwell will 
start in weeks. 

Cash-strapped Sandwell 
Council is rolling out the 
plans which will see lamp post 
columns replaced and new 
energy saving bulbs installed, 
costing millions of pounds of 
taxpayers’ money. 

The borough’s finance chief has 
defended the cost saying it will 
create significant savings for the 
local authority. 

But it has been criticised by the 
leader of the opposition Conser¬ 
vative group who says he is 
against the scheme at a time 
when the council faces making 


cuts of £75 million over the next 
four years. 

Original calculations esti¬ 
mated the scheme, for the 
borough’s 30,000 lamp posts, 
would cost around £36m and see 
the council enter a costly private 
finance initiative. 

However, Councillor Steve 
Eling, cabinet member for strate¬ 
gic resources has now said origi¬ 
nal plans are “not affordable” and 
said a revised scheme would cost 
“a few million”. 

Bills 

He said only the worst lamp 
post columns would be replaced, 
although energy efficient bulbs 
will still be installed in remaining 
lamp posts which could cut elec¬ 
tricity bills by half. 

“What some other areas have 
done is join into PFI contracts and 


have had every single street light 
in the area renewed...over a 
period of a year, a massive piece of 
work,” he said. 

“Even the energy efficiency 
savings from electricity costs 
couldn’t justify that level of 
expenditure over a relatively 
short period of time so we have 
decided to do a phased approach.” 

Despite the large costs associ¬ 
ated with the project the savings 
over years to come would be 
around £1.25 million a year, he 
added. 

However, Sandwell’s Conserva¬ 
tive group leader Councillor Ray 
Nock, said: “I am against the 
street lamp deal committing 
money when it could be deferred 
for at least another year, maybe 
two, and I think we ought to only 
be doing it on a replacement 
basis.”

AN ENGINE house will 
be the focal point of artwork 
in a new £40,000 sculpture 
trail along a Black Country 
canal. 

Cradley Heath sculptor Luke 
Perry was joined by members 
of Dudley Canal Trust and 
Bumble Hole Conservation 
Group to show off designs as 
the project was announced this 
week. It will see 35 two dimen¬ 
sional sculptures displayed 
along a five mile stretch of the 
Dudley Canal. 

Logo 

And the logo for the project 
which will be used on all the 
mile markers will be the Cobb’s 
Engine House in Bumble Hole 
which has a large distinctive 
chimney. The trail will stretch 
from Blowers Green Bridge in 
Pear Tree Lane, Dudley, along 
the canal through Bumble Hole 
Nature Reserve on the 
Sandwell border to the Gorsty 
Hill Tunnel, Old Hill. 

The project has been funded 
by Dudley Canal Trust.

Council is 
hit by rising 
energy bills 


RISING energy bills will cost 
Sandwell Council an extra 
£800,000 a year. 

Gas rates are expected to rise by 
23 per cent while electricity 
charges will increase by 45 per 
cent, which will place extra pres¬ 
sure on the authority’s budget. It 
is already trying to save £75 
million over the next four years. 

The borough’s finance boss Council¬ 
lor Steve Eling said: “We estimate the 
increased costs could be around 
£800,000 a year. 

‘We are still in the process of finalis¬ 
ing contracts but clearly the additional 
energy costs create an extra pressure 
for our budget over and above the mil¬ 
lions of pounds of cuts imposed by the 
government.” 

Negotiating 

Cllr Eling said officers were negoti¬ 
ating hard to ensure the best deal but 
huge rises were inevitable. 

Wolverhampton, Dudley and 
Walsall councils are also involved in 
thrashing out contracts for all four 
authorities, which are set each three 
years. The new rates will come into 
effect from April. 


“We use mass-buying power to get 
the most competitive rates,” Cllr Eling 
explained. 

“This will be felt across all the Black 
Country councils but we got an 
extremely good deal on energy last 
time round. 

“This is why we are prioritising 
bringing forward energy-saving meas¬ 
ures as part of our forward business 
plan. 

“Examples of this include reducing 
office accommodation costs.” 

The authority plans to make savings 
by selling off a third of its office space. 
Under the scheme, 850 workers will 
move from other offices into Sandwell 
Council House. 

The move will increase the number 
of staff at the Freeth Street hub to 
1,350. 

Staff will then use “hot desking” to 
cut the amount of computers, and 
energy costs, as they share 890 desks 
between them. The council will sell off 
17 of its 50 office sites. 

Energy saving bulbs are also set to 
be installed in the borough’s 30,000 
lamp posts in a scheme expected to 
cost £36m in a bid to cut the lighting 
bill by 60 per cent. 


Actress supports

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Bar and snooker 
hall proposed 
for derelict site 

DERELICT factory units in Smethwick could be 
given a £100,000 transformation into a bar and 
snooker hall, creating 10 jobs. 

The Britannia Works industrial units in Rolfe Street 
have seen short-term traders come and go in the past few 
years. But businessman Rajinder Gill plans to revamp the 
units as an extension to his nearby pub, Gill’s Place, creat¬ 
ing five full-time and five part-time roles. 

Architectural consultant Ian Ray is heading the project 
on behalf of Mr Gill. Mr Ray, of AI Architecture in Red- 
ditch, said the plans, which are being discussed by 
Sandwell Council, would breathe new life into a derelict 
site. 

He said: “It looks like a bomb site at the moment. There 
are steel-framed windows left in a derelict state. It needs 
a new roof and external cladding to the walls at least. It 
will cost tens of thousands to put right, around £100,000 
by the time we’ve put a new roof on it.”. 

Mr Ray has applied for temporary planning permission 
for three years to allow for future regeneration schemes. 

He added: “I’ve been involved with this site for around 
the last five years. The owner, Mr Gill, is having success 
with his pub and is looking at an overfill situation with the 
snooker hall.” 

The hall is licensed from a previous planning permission 
and will include a car park with 26 space. Previous plans 
for a play barn proved too costly 


Pervert faces 13 
years in prison for 
rape of young girl 


A PAEDOPHILE has 
been jailed for 13 years for 
raping, “abusing and cor¬ 
rupting” a young girl. 

Frederick Westwood, 
aged 68, was found guilty of 
three charges of rape follow¬ 
ing a trial earlier this year. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard how the pen¬ 
sioner, of Carisbrook Road, 
Wednesbury, carried out the 
attacks in the 1990s. 

Sentencing him Judge 
John Warner described his 
victim as vulnerable. 

He said: “What you did 


was inexcusable. You 
abused and corrupted that 
innocent child in an 
appalling way.” 

Barrister, Mr Simon 
Rippon, said: “In his 68 
years he’s worked hard to 
provide for himself and his 
family. The conviction will 
be what he’s remembered 
for now rather than any¬ 
thing else.” 

Westwood was put on the 
sex offenders register for 
life and banned from 
working with children. 


Con netted £200,000 for father and sons 


UP to 20 small businesses in the 
West Midlands were conned out of 
cash in a scam that netted almost 
£200,000 for a father and his two 
sons from the Black Country. 

Firms handed over cheques to com¬ 
panies set up by the family team, 
believing that they were advance fees 
for help to get Government loans. But 
the fraudsters took the cash and did no 
work, Worcester Crown Court heard. 

The father, Geoffrey Stevens, aged 
68, of Moore Crescent, Oldbury was 
jailed for six years — but police are now 
searching for him as did not turn up in 
court for sentencing last month. 

His son, George, aged 27, who has 
Father - Geoffrey Stevens changed his surname to Windsor, now 



of Down Hatherley, Gloucestershire, 
but formerly of Oldbury was jailed for 
two and a half years. 

Sentence was adjourned at the 
request of the defence on another son, 
Deen Stevens, aged 32, of Sawbridge 
Road, Grandborough, Rugby who also 
used to live in Oldbury. He was 
granted bail. 

Hospital 

Geoffrey Stevens’s barrister, David 
Mason, said Stevens had been given 
bail to attend a hospital appointment 
but no-one had been able to contact 
him since. 

He was last seen at his mother’s 
address in Oldbury and had discussed 
the possibility of “ending it all.” 


The three men had been found guilty 
of conspiracy to defraud. Geoffrey and 
Deen Stevens set up three companies 
operating from Causeway Green Road, 
Oldbury and High Street, Amblecote, 
Stourbridge. 

It is estimated Geoffrey and Deen 
Stevens creamed off £150,000, while 
George Windsor, who set up his own 
company Principal Finance, in Chel¬ 
tenham, pocketed £44,000. 

West Mercia Police economic crime 
unit investigated after a genuine 
company Venture Finance pic in 
London, received complaints about a 
firm with a similar name. 

Detectives discovered that more 
than 130 firms had been conned across 
the country.

Wheels are in motion foi 
Heathens’ new stadium 


Y Dodgy DVD maker 
ordered to pay £1 
of his £39,000 debt 


A NEW speedway stadium 
could be built on vacant 
factory land in the Black 
Country following talks 
between campaigners and 
council chiefs. 

Supporters of the former 
Cradley Heathens have long 
campaigned for a new perma¬ 
nent home for the team since its 
Dudley Wood stadium was 
developed for housing more 
than 15 years ago. 

The speedway club, in its new 
guise as Dudley Heathens, is just 
about to embark on its second 
season. 

Talks 

Members of campaign group 
Cradley Raising Aid Saving Hea¬ 
thens have been in talks with both 
Dudley and Sandwell councils in an 
attempt to find land for a new 
stadium. 

Group member Bob Edwards says 
the group met Sandwell cabinet 
member for leisure, culture and 
youth, Councillor Ann Shackleton to 
discuss the issue. 


He revealed that vacant former 
industrial land within Sandwell 
may be lined up as the site for a new 
circuit. 

“Sandwell Council has said there 
is the possibility of redundant 
employment land within the area 
where there could be a track,” he 
said. 

“Our talks are at an early stage as 
the council say the land isn’t avail¬ 
able yet but that it might be in the 
future. 

“We feel like the talks are pro¬ 
gressing and are positive at the 
moment but its just a case of waiting 
to see what might happen. 

“ It could be an ideal solution for 
the club.” 

Cllr Shackleton said discussions 
had been held but no firm decision 
had been made yet. 

“We are currently looking at what 
suitable sites there may be in the 
borough,” she added. 

Around 1,000 speedway fans have 
packed the terraces in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Monmore Green stadium and 
Perry Barr stadium, in Birming¬ 
ham, to follow the Heathens at their 
home meetings. 

But supporters say the club needs 


a permanent base to call its own. 

The group has been boosted by the 
news that silencers used to reduce 
exhaust noise have been given the 
thumbs up by planners in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Speedway team, the Birmingham 
Brummies, have used the devices on 
their bikes this season. Their use 
was enough to convince planners in 
the city to allow the sport to con¬ 
tinue at the Perry Barr stadium. 

Mr Edwards has used the 
example in discussions with the two 
authorities to create leverage to 
move the plans forward. 

Silencers 

He hopes the silencers will reduce 
the chance of opposition from resi¬ 
dents near sites considered for the 
new stadium. 

“We have really enjoyed having 
our meetings in Perry Barr and 
Wolverhampton but I’m sure for 
most of our fans, having to travel 
has not been an ideal set of circum¬ 
stances,” said Mr Edwards. 

“It has been a great season and it 
is a crucial time now to try and focus 
on the stadium.” 


A BLACK Country shop¬ 
keeper who made and sold 
more than 40,000 counter¬ 
feit DVDs and CDs - 
depriving the film and 
music industry of more 
than £300,000 in lost 
revenue — has been ordered 
to pay back£l. 

Sameer Husseiny, aged 52, 
cost the industry an estimated 
£310,000 because of the scam 
at his Dudley High Street shop. 

A court ruled that he owed 
£39,000 but since he had no 
recoverable assets, he should 
pay back just £1. Husseiny is 
serving a three-and-a-half year 
jail sentence after duplicators 
were found at his Ace Disks 
store. 

The father-of-three, of Wood¬ 
land Street, Smethwick, 
admitted selling fake DVDs 
and CDs for as little as £1 each 
from his shop, the flats above, 
and via online auctions. It cost 
the entertainment industry an 
average of £7.35 per disk in lost 
income, trading standards offi¬ 
cers claim. Sandwell trading 


standards officers raided the 
shop on May 3, 2007, following 
information gathered at Great 
Bridge Market. They found 
more than 30,000 fake discs, 
along with computer equip¬ 
ment and four disc duplicators. 

While on bail for those 
offences, trading standards 
officers again raided the store 
in December 2009, when they 
found an additional 10,000 
discs and two new disc duplica¬ 
tors. 

The Wolverhampton Crown 
Court hearing was held to 
decide how much could be 
recovered under the Proceeds 
of Crime Act. Husseiny has 14 
days to pay the £1. If he ever 
comes into money again he will 
still be required to pay £39,000. 

Mr Alexander Stein, defend¬ 
ing, had disputed the cost to 
the industry so the £39,000 
figure was agreed upon after 
Mr Stein argued that it could 
not be assumed that all cus¬ 
tomers would have paid a 
higher price for a DVD. 

Husseiny had admitted six 
offences.

Khyra killers lose appeals 


THE mother and stepfa¬ 
ther of a seven-year-old girl 
who starved to death at her 
Birmingham home have 
had appeals against their 
sentences dismissed. 

Angela Gordon, aged 36, and 


her former partner Junaid 
Abuhamza, 32, were jailed by at 
Birmingham Crown Court in 
March last year for the 
manslaughter of Khyra Ishaq. 

The youngster died in May 
2008 after months of starvation 
at her home in Handsworth. 


Gordon got 15 years and 
Abuhamza was jailed indefi¬ 
nitely, with a minimum of seven 
and a half years to serve. 

At the Court of Appeal in 
London last week, the Lord 
Chief Justice Lord Judge and 
two other judges dismissed 


their appeals. Lord Judge said: 
“This is a pitiful and profoundly 
distressing case.” 

He said the court had seen 
images of “that emaciated little 
body” and said they were “hor¬ 
rible”.

Developer Mark Backhouse wants to build the 
homes on the site of The Globe pub in West 
Bromwich. 

The development would consist of 25 three- 
bedroom houses, six four-bedroom houses and 15 
two-bedroom houses. 

Mr Backhouse owns some of the land and 
Sandwell Council owns the rest. He said: “We need 
to determine some questions about ownership first.” 

Demolition of the New Street pub is expected to 
take place soon and an application for a development 
would be submitted to Sandwell Council afterwards.

ELDERLY people and their 
families attended a meeting in 
the hope their day care service 
could be resurrected. 

Earlier this year Sandwell 
social services moved the day care 
service at The Regis in Old Hill 
eight miles to the Manifoldia 
Grange in West Bromwich. Centre 
users were devastated. 

Last week a meeting was held at 
The Regis in Reddal Hill Road by 
Carlton Care Group boss Tony 
Billingham and his business 
partner Carole Jenkins, to discuss 
whether there was enough 
demand to run the Old Hill day 
care centre as a private enterprise. 

Mrs Jenkins told the meeting: 
“The local authority came to us 
three years ago because there was 
a great need for day care for the 
elderly. If there was a great need 
three years ago, there is an even 
greater need now. 

“We want to offer the day care 
here but it does need to be funded. 
To make it work we have to have 
between 35 and 40 people here a 
day.” 


Olive Perry, aged 88, of Haden- 
dale Road, Cradley Heath, went to 
the care centre at The Regis once a 
week and said she misses it terri¬ 
bly. 

She said: “I loved it here, it was 
a real social occasion, all my 
friends would come. I used to come 
with my husband before he passed 
away. I was devastated when it 
moved.” 

Mrs Perry said she was not 
going to continue going when it 
moved to West Bromwich but was 
persuaded by her daughter 
Paulette Walton to give it a try. 

She said: “I spend three hours on 
a coach a day when I go. People 
from all over go there but many of 
my friends decided it was too far so 
don’t go. ” 

Sue Parkes went to the meeting 
on behalf of her 80 year old mother. 
She said: “Mum would come here 
and get her hair and nails done 
and sit and chat with friends. She 
doesn’t want to spend hours on a 
bus to West Bromwich.” 

Another public meeting was

Flood-hit library due 
to reopen next month 

A BLACK Country library which closed 
indefinitely following major flood damage will 
reopen at the end of next month. 

The heating and electrics at Blackheath Library 
in Carnegie Road were damaged after an outside 
sewer pipe burst. It happened during the freezing 
conditions of December, causing significant damage 
to the cellar. 

A mobile service was set up while repair works 
took place. 

The news comes after it was revealed the new £1.9 
million Blackheath Library which is under con¬ 
struction, will not open until at least May. 

The library is set to transform the landscape of the 
town and will also be home to new offices for the 
Black Country Housing Group. 

Councillor Ann Shackleton, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for youth, culture and leisure said: “Work on 
the library is well under way and hopefully it can be 
reopened late next month. There is still no date set 
for the opening of the new library, but it is hoped to 
take place in May. 

“Once that is done the old library building will be 
put up for sale. We have said that whoever buys it 
must keep the original appearance of the building.”

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Jobs saved as food 


company re-opens 


NEARLY 50 jobs have been saved at a 
Great Bridge food firm after it was 
allowed to reopen on Tuesday. 

K&J Cooked Meats in Charles Street had 
been closed for 11 days following a dispute 
with San dwell Council over regulations. 

Since its closure the company, which employs 48 
staff, says it has lost £85,000 in stock, wages and 
legal fees. Owners had feared the premises could 
permanently shut if it lost customers during the 
closure. However, bosses this week vowed jobs 
would be protected after production restarted. 


North Country Quality Foods Ltd bought the K&J 
Cooked Meats site in Great Bridge in December 
after the firm went into liquidation. The factory 
slices cooked meat products which are manufac¬ 
tured in Salford, Manchester. 

North Country bosses had thought they could con¬ 
tinue running K&J ■Cooked Meats under permis¬ 
sions already secured at the site. 

Permission 

But the council said they did not have permission 
to trade and ordered any food produced to be seized 
and destroyed - effectively closing the site. 


At a hearing at Warley Magistrates Court on 
Monday, District Judge Michael Wheeler ruled the 
food must be destroyed. 

Mark Jackson, representing Sandwell Council, 
said the firm was classed as a new company and 
should have contacted the local authority to gain 
permission to trade. 

He said as a new company it did not have approval 
to produce goods and was not allowed to apply ret¬ 
rospectively and food produced on the site had to be 
condemned as it did not meet food hygiene regula¬ 
tions. 

Passing judgement, district Judge Mr Wheeler 
said: “It is clear to me 
that there is no piece of 
paper in existence which 
is, or purports to be, 
formal approval for the 
West Bromwich site. 

“The council was avail¬ 
able for consultation in 
those desperate times 
before Christmas last 
year. 

“They could and should 
have been consulted at 
the earliest time.” 

However, following the 
hearing the council gave 
the company conditional 
approval to operate until 
its new licence arrives 
and the factory, which 
has been closed since 
February 24, reopened 
this morning. 

Managing director Jeff 
Thomas said: “The jobs — 
for the time being - have 
been saved.”

Mysterious death of a teenaged mum 

DETECTIVES were awaiting the 
results of new tests to establish how 
a teenage mother from Sandwell 
died before her body was found 
under the floorboards of a house. 

An initial post-mortem carried out on 
the body of 18-year-old Nicole Cartmell 
was unable to establish the cause of 
death and, when the Chronicle went to 
press on Tuesday, officers were waiting 
for more medical details. 

Police discovered the body of Miss Cart¬ 
mell, who had been missing from her family 
home in West Bromwich since Valentine’s 
Day, at the house in Whatley Road, 

Handsworth, last Wednesday. 

Bank 

Officers had been searching the property 
in connection with the suspected fraudulent 
use of her bank cards. 

A 20-year-old man was arrested at the 
scene on suspicion of murder. He has now 
been sectioned under the Mental Health Act. 

An 18-year-old man, also arrested from 
the scene, has been released on police bail. 

Miss Cartmell, a student, gave birth to a 
boy in January. 

Friends and neighbours of the teenager 
spoke of their shock at her death. 

People living near the house where she 
was found described hearing banging 
coming from the property.

continue our vital work to help save 
young lives.”

Known locally as The Shaft, the company based in 
Hallens Drive was responsible for feats of engineer¬ 
ing including the creation of the mammoth trans¬ 
porter bridge Puente Transbordador in Buenos Aires 
- one of just two dozen transporter bridges in the 
world. 

Archives 

Built in 1914 the movable bridge spans the 
Riachuelo River and is still in existence, 
although not in use, today. 

This aspect of Sandwell’s industrial past 
is coming under the microscope as part of 
a project by artists Katie Shipley and 
Julian Walker. 

They have been commissioned to work 
with the people of Sandwell to think up 
new ways of curating the archives, known 
as “Forging Links”. 

As part of this project Mr Walker has set 
up the Bridges Project, which will look at 
the work of the former steelworks. 

Patent Shaft closed its doors in 1980 
after nearly 150 years. 

The Bridges Project has been set up to 
find Sandwell people who may have photo¬ 
graphs of the firm’s bridges. 

All the pictures will be brought together 
for an exhibition. 

Workshops 

Mr Walker said: “We will visit Smeth¬ 
wick Library on March 15 for workshops 
involving research into the bridges and 
photographic material from the archive.” 

Documents and photographs will go on 
display during this summer’s Sandwell 
Arts Festival.

Mums: Make it happy 
returns back at work 



It is possible to combine working with being a mum 


E VEN if your employer has kept 
your job open for you, going 
back to work after maternity 
leave or a longer break can often be a 
bit difficult and uncomfortable, but 
there are ways you can make it a 
happy return. 

You want to arrive at work cheerful, calm 
and unflustered, but you’ll probably have 
more to do before you get there than most 
of your colleagues do in a week! Cut down 
on stress by making a plan for each stage of 
your first morning, from getting yourself 
ready, to dealing with child care, to getting 
to work and the things you need to do when 
you get there. 

If your childcare arrangements are new 
for you, or for your child, try to have two 
days ahead of time when you try out the 
routine, even if it’s only for a half day. 

Use the time while your child is being 
minded to organise other things, such as 
travel arrangements and work clothes. If 
you’re still feeding and plan to express 
breast milk at work, this is a good time to try 
out any equipment to make sure it works 
well and that you’re comfortable with it. 

Going back to work can be exhausting, 
especially if you are still not getting a full 
night’s sleep, and if your little one is not 
adapting well to being with a minder. 
Arrange things at home to minimise the 
pressure, allowing yourself a ready meal or 
take-away toward the end of the week when 
you’re tired, and not planning too much for 
the weekend. 

Important 

Even though you may feel as though 
you’re being pulled in 100 different direc¬ 
tions, it’s important to grab yourself some 
time to relax alone at least once or twice 
somewhere in your week. This could be 
taking a proper lunch hour from work to sit 
in a proper cafe, with a proper cup of coffee 
and a Panini and the paper. Or, it could be 
arranging to work for one hour less one day 
a week so that you get to go for a swim on 
your way home. 

Remember that working mums need 
treats. Returning to work shouldn’t simply 
be a meaningless grind - it should be a time 


when you are valued for every¬ 
thing you are - so start by 
valuing yourself. 

Looking your best can really 
boost your confidence, so 
decide what you’re going to 
wear, not just for your first day, 
but for the rest of the week, and 
make sure it’s all washed and 
ironed. Try everything on. Even if 
you’re back to your pre-preg¬ 
nancy weight, your body may 
have changed shape in various 
places, and your first morning is 
not the best time to find this out! 

First days, just like interviews, 
are an ideal excuse for some 
outfit and make up shopping. 

Make an appointment for a 
haircut, too - if you look good, 
you’ll feel good. 

Ticket 

If you’re using public transport 
to get to work, check that every¬ 
thing still runs the way it did 
when you last used it. Routes 
and timetables may be different; 
ticket arrangements change (for 
instance, more bus companies 
insisting you buy a ticket from a 
machine before you get on a 
bus). 

Check there are no diversions 
or replacement services you’ll 
need to allow time for (the bus or 
train companies’ web sites are 
often good for this - or give them a ring). 

Buy your ticket or pass ahead of time, 
including any parking pass, for a week or a 
month if you can, to avoid Monday morning 
queues. 

If you’re using your own car, this is a good 
time to clear out all the rubbish accumu¬ 
lated over the summer. Your colleagues may 
not see inside your car, but you won’t want 
unplanned things sticking to your uniform or 
work outfit! 

Lots of things in your workspace may 
have changed while you’ve been away: 
where people sit, where stationery and 
equipment are kept, where the printer and 
the coffee machine are. 


Someone may even be sitting at your 
desk, or next to your closest colleagues. 

Don’t let yourself be fazed; you’ll slot 
back in and it’ll all feel familiar again soon. 
Nab close friends or colleagues during 
coffee break, and get them to fill you in on 
any office gossip you need to know so that 
you don’t trip up and get embarrassed 
when talking to people - for instance, 
bereavements or marriage break-ups that 
you should be aware of. 

Returning to work can be a difficult deci¬ 
sion to make and while no-one but you - 
and your family - can make the decision, 
there are other mums you can chat to and 
share your worries.

How exercise can

OST medical experts 
agree that staying fit 
through exercise 
while you’re pregnant not only 
helps keep you in shape, but 
can be a benefit to the baby 
as well. It can even help ease 
your labour. 

But always check with your 
doctor before starting any fitness 
regime. And if you haven't 
worked out in the past, it is not a 
great idea to push your limits 
when you're pregnant. 

But you should exercise. Accord¬ 
ing to Bonnie Berk, RN and President 
and Founder of Motherwell Master 
FitnessTrainer (www.motherwellfit- 
ness.com). 

There are several benefits to exer¬ 
cising during pregnancy. 

In fact, says Berk, who is also a 
childbirth education specialist and a 
registered Yoga teacher: “Research 
shows that exercise during preg¬ 
nancy reduces nearly all pregnancy- 
related symptoms including ankle 
swelling, fatigue and low back dis¬ 
comfort. Exercise also helps reduce 
the incidence of gestational dia¬ 
betes. Other benefits include 
mproved circulation, increased

Berk advises: “Unless a woman 
feels uncomfortable or needs to limit activi¬ 
ties on the advice of her health care provider, 
there is no reason to stop exercising. 

“However, most women naturally 
decrease exercise intensity in the last few 
months of pregnancy in response to the 
increased needs of the baby and the growing 
uterus. Getting a daily dose of exercise, even 
taking a leisurely walk, can make pregnant 
women feel better both physically and men¬ 
tally. For women with back discomfort, exer¬ 
cising in a pool is the activity of choice.”

How to home in on 
right care package 



O NCE you have made the deci¬ 
sion to move into a care home 
you need to begin the process 
of choosing the right one for you as 
this can often take some time. 

Your local council can help you choose a 
care home and, after a financial assess¬ 
ment, may contribute towards the cost. 

Your right to choose 

You have the right to choose which care 
home you live in. If your local council is 
helping with your fees you can still choose 
as long as: 

• Your choice is suitable for your care 
needs 

• There is a place available 
• They can agree a contract with the care 
home to make sure you receive the 
support you need 

• The cost is not more than the local 
council normally pays for someone with 
your assessed needs 
If possible you should visit care homes 
that you are considering to make sure they 
meet your current and possible future 
needs. You might like to have a checklist 
with you of points that are important to you 
in case you forget to ask something. 

Things you might want to consider: 

• Are staff adequately trained to care 
for people with your disability or needs? 

• Is it accessible? 

• Is appropriate equipment available - for 
example handrails, hoists, adjustable 
baths and armchairs? 

• Can you keep your own doctor? 

• Can your food and dietary needs be 
met? 

• Can your religious or cultural needs be 
met? 

Talking to staff, residents and managers 
can help you get an idea what living there 
might be like. You should feel able to visit 
more than once. 

Finding the right care home can take 
some time. If you have specific or complex 
care needs it can sometimes be difficult. 
Charities and organisations related to your 
specific disability might be able to offer 
advice about choosing a care home. 


There are relatively few care homes able 
to meet the needs of younger disabled 
people - your local council should be able 
to tell you about those in your area. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
inspects all registered care homes and 
writes a report on what they find. Reading 
the reports of the care homes you are con¬ 
sidering might help you make a choice - you 
can read them online on the CQC website. 

On the CQC website you can search for 
care homes with and without nursing care. 
You can also look for care homes that 
provide care for people with: 

• Learning disabilities 

• Physical disabilities 

• Sensory impairments 

• Dementia 

• Mental disorders 

National minimum standards issued by 
the Department of Health state that care 
homes should offer trial stays. This may 
include the chance to meet staff, have a 
meal and an overnight stay. 


If the care home does not have a place 
you can arrange to go into a different care 
home while you wait for a place or arrange 
for services at home. If your local council is 
helping with costs then they can help you 
with either of these options.

If you have been assessed as needing 
care and your local council has agreed to 
pay for you, then they are responsible for 
your fees if you choose a care home some¬ 
where else. 

Under certain circumstances your local 
council may be able to pay the care home 
fees if they are more expensive. 

If the person you care for is not able to 
express their choice then the local council 
should take your preferences into account.

ONE of the most influential bands of the punk era, The Stranglers, are back on the 
road. The rock veterans, who in the 70s widened the musical horizons of punks with 
their tracks rich with keyboards as well as aggressive energy, issued a greatest hits 
plus new tracks double album recently, Decades Apart, that serves as reminder of their 
impact on the British music scene. 

The band formed in Guildford, Surrey, in 1974, though none came from the town and 
they were an odd assortment of classically trained guitarist, jazz drummer and blues musi¬ 
cians, united by an appreciation of psychedelic rock groups like The Doors. They became one 
of the biggest bands of the punk era with a hardman image and songs such as Grip, Peaches/Go 
Buddy Go, Five Minutes and No More Heroes. 

They then went on to have massive crossover success in the 80s with a mellower sound typified by 

Golden Brown, Strange Little Girl, Skin Deep and 
Always The Sun. 

The band's original singer Hugh Cornwell quit the 
group to go solo in 1990 and Paul Roberts was the 
singer during the rest of that decade. He left in 2006 for 
an acting career and is now working as a Frank Sinatra 
impersonator. 

The Stranglers are now a quartet featuring originals Jean- 
Jaques Burnel (born in London to French parents) as singer 
and bassist, keyboardist Dave Greenfield and 72-year-old 
drummer Jet Black, with Baz Warne, singer and guitarist with the 
band since 2000. They are in concert at Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on March 19. Their former frontman, Hugh Cornwell, is also on tour 
soon playing Wolverhampton's Slade Rooms on April 15.

The concept, dis¬ 
played at the Geneva 
International Motor 
Show, is “small on the 
outside but big on the 
inside” as designers 
have striven to make 
the best available use 
of space. 

The Rocketman is 
around lift long and 
seats three adults plus a 
child while retaining the 
fun-to-drive handling 
ability that characterises 
the brand. 

It implements the tradi¬ 
tional principles of the 
classic Mini with a light¬ 
weight construction and 
innovative seats and 
doors, along with the use 
of groundbreaking tech¬ 
nologies for connecting 


its occupants with the 
outside world. 

The concept is an agile 
three-door car which 
offers comfortable 
accommodation for the 
driver, front passenger 
and another passenger, 
and can add a fourth indi¬ 
vidual seat in the rear if 
necessary. 

The capacity of the 
luggage compartment 
can be adapted to the 
passengers’ require¬ 
ments just as flexibly.

WARMER and sunnier 
weather in the coming 
months will see residual 
values for convertibles rise 
significantly. 

According to data from UK’s 
vehicle valuations experts 
Glass’s, convertibles typically 
retain more of their original value 
than other vehicles. 

General market models (such as 
the Peugeot 207CC or Mazda MX-5) 
and premium models (such as the 
BMW 3-Series or Audi A4) hold onto 
an average of 42 per cent and 45 per 
cent respectively after three years. 

In comparison, compact MPVs 
(such as the Renault Scenic) and 
upper medium cars (such as the 
Ford Mondeo) retain an average of 
33 per cent and 32 per cent of their 
value after three years, respectively. 

As the British weather improves, 


buyers will once again be tempted by 
the open-top motoring afforded by a 
convertible and trade values are set 
to experience double-digit 
increases. 

In January 2010, the average 
auction price for a general market 
model was £6,900, but by April, the 
average price had increased to 
£8,000, representing a 16 percent 
rise for the quarter. 

The effect was even greater in the 
premium convertible market, where 
the average auction price of £12,650 
in January 2010 rose to £15,525 by 
April 2010, representing an increase 
of 23 percent over the three months. 

Savvy buyers have begun to arrive 
on the forecourts already, and they 
will benefit from lower prices just 
before the seasonal uplift becomes 
apparent.
